well defined belief that lawyers thrive

That a declaration of ethics will do 
something toward modifying what Is In 
great degree an unjust and hurtful be 
lief can hardly he doubted, but the 
authoritative utterance <>f a code of 
ethical principles will serve a greater 
good than this. 
Such an utterance is 
needed within the* profession. 
It is not 
sshrv In—suppmff—o!’ Ohs statement 
to discuss deeply the conditions which 
Justify It. 
The main tendencies of the 
generation In American life are by this 
time apparent to any one* who lias a 
moral To fi sc i oils n est*:— Among t he 
of the* generation has been the develop­ 
ment of a more than ever Important 
relation between business and law. The 
rise of the corporation, itself a creation 
of the law, has Involved the develop­ 
ment of an enormously important and 
correspondingly profitable department 
of legal activity. 
In this new field suc­ 
cess lias meant usually not the strict 
and scrupulous application of the law 
but the adroit Invention of devices for 
its evasion. 
The ethical problem here 
presented 
has 
never in Its essential 
factors been absent and never will he 
absent from the practice of the law. 
But in a period of transition—a transi­ 
tion which is legal, economic, and so­ 
cial 
which old conditions are to be ad­ 
justed as far as possible and with the 
least possible injury to new laws and 
prohibitions, the pressure Is consider­ 
able upon the whole legal agency. 
A 
reaffirmation of right p rin cip le In the 
practice of the law has in*en made im­ 
perative by a change so subtle yet so 
profound. 
It should be ae<*ompanied by 
the active exercise of the personal in­ 
fluence of the letter class of lawyers 
upon their younger or weaker brethren. 
Much can be done 
It is not too much 
to say that much must he done—to 
make the new code more than a counsel 
of |M*rfectlon.

HleiliM) Mormon* Profit by KuKI•• ©«*r- 
Inu Skill of Former 
IInee. 
The Mormon colonists at 
Dublan, 
State of Chihuahua, Mexico, are pre­ 
paring to utilize several large 
water 
storage reservoirs which 
were 
con­ 
structed near the town by the pre­ 
historic race of people that 
in 
the 
ages past inhabited the valley of the 
Casas Grandes River. 
It is stated by 
engineers who have examined 
these 
ancient reservoirs that they are capa­ 
ble of bolding water sufficient to irri­ 
gate 40,000 acres of land. 
The prehistoric people wen* practi­ 
cal farmers and had a knowledge of 
irrigation as Is shown by the ruins of 
irrigation ditches which 
still 
exist 
throughout the valley of the river. The 
reservoirs from which they obtained 
their w ater supply were built of stone 
and earth and show splendid workman­ 
ship and a good knowledge of engineer­ 
ing. 
The ditches leading from these res 
ervolrs are being repaired by the Mor­ 
mons and a dam is being built across 
the Casas Grandes River for the pur 
pose of diverting the necessary flow 
of w ater into the reservoirs. 
It 
is 
planned by the 
Mormons 
to 
place 
about 15,000 acres In Irrigation under 
this system. 
This colony was established several 
years ago. 
Its members are very pros 
perous and have inaugurated import­ 
ant industrial enterprises which are 
being successfully conducted.

from Dublan are to ix* found the aban­ 
doned caves of the cliff dwellers.

the theory of anthropologists who have 
visited this region that the cliff dwell- I 
ers did not belong to the race of people j

works In Hh* Casas 
Grandes 
River 
Valley. 
The cliff dwellers were not 
farmers. 
They are thought to have 
been a much later race than the build­ 
ers of the Irrigation works.

The Industrial growth of Germany 
in the Ins' quarter century is one of 
Hie marvels of modern history, 
and 
France is not the only nation to suf- 
fer by comparison. 
There is. indeed. 
no other nation which has equaled the 
strides made by the Kaiser's empire 
during that period, except, of course, 
the I nited States. 
And conditions here are so altogether 
different from thos»* that obtain in any 
European .country 
that 
conclusions 
drawn from <ompnrisoi>s would be of 
Aery little worth. 
Our territory is so 
last that the entire population of Ger­ 
many might be put into one of our 
larger States without crowding; our 
resources are only in the infancy of 
their development, and there is pour­ 
ing into our j>orts a tide of immigra­ 
tion at the rate of a million a year. 
On the of lier hand. France and Ger­ 
many lie side by side. under similar 
climatic conditions, with natural re­ 
sources at the same stage of dcvclcp- 
meiit, ami having about the same re­ 
serve {lower in tile earth. 
Neither is 
ted by immigration to any appreciable 
extent. 
Both have highly cent rn. i zed 
paternal governments. 
Yet in a few years Germany, which 
yvas once one of the poorest of nations, 
bas outstripped T rance, one of tin* yery 
l icht sr. 
That this is due iii a certain mons 
tire to the superior economic policy of 
Hie Teutons is md to la* denied, but 
that it is largely founded on Hie nat­ 
ural increase in imputation is almost 
a self-evident fact.

A good test of a m an ’s C hristianity 
Is to exam ine his apple barrel from 
top to bottom.

D ata obtained in sim ilar 
experim ents at other stations are sum ­ 
marized, and from these In comparison 
with th eir own investigations the a u ­ 
thors conclude “that unless dairy prod­ 
ucts art* especially high in price It is 
not a profitable practice to feed grain 
to cows at pasture. It is tru e th a t more 
milk is obtained and tile cows hold up 
th eir yield better and rem ain In better 
flesh wlii'ii receiving the grain rations, 
but u nder ordinary circum stances there 
is no direct profit from the grain feed­ 
ing, as tin* Increased production usual­ 
ly costs more than it can he sold for.”

long, is being solved by the commis­ 
sion o f em inent physicians- from ail 
parts of the country appointed by 
the Health Board in an effort to com­ 
bat the disease. 
Pneum onias death 
ratio in recent years 
has 
become 
greater than that of its fatal rival 
"the white plague.” 
I)r. Herman M. Biggs, general medi- 
cal officer of the Health Board, who 
has led the fight against the spread 
of tuberculosis in the city, and at 
whose suggestion the pneumonia com 
mission was appointed, told recently 
of the progress made. 
To an American reporter Dr. Briggs 
said: 
"At the outset of our investigations 
some of us believed a great many 
things about pneumonia, and many 
of those beliefs have been proven to 
be true by actual experiments in va­ 
rious cities, as well as In different 
country sections. 
“It has been proved that pneumonia 
is infectious; that it is caused by 
a germ, the Pneumococcus, and that 
it attacks <the normally strong as 
well as the weak with like fatality. 
"The pneumonia germ, which is a 
lancet-shaped creature, as germs go, 
generally travels in pairs and is tak­ 
en into the system through the nose 
and mouth. 
It remains, waiting its 
chance to descend into the lungs and 
begins its havoc. This chance comes 
when the physical condition of the 
person is depressed from an insig­ 
nificant attack of influenza, m e a s l e s , 
bad cold, catarrh, tonsilitis or the 
like. Once in the lungs it propagates 
with marvellous 
rapidity, and 
the 
lungs soon become congested. 
If the 
congestion is not relieved death is 
eu re. 
“In m any respects there Is gTeat 
similarity between consumption and 
pneumonia, and the accepted treat 
ment for the former in many instances 
proves beneficial to the latter. 
How­ 
ever, the tuberculosis 
germ 
works 
slowly on the lungs of its victim, 
while the pneumonia germ works with 
amazing rapidity. 
This may be cited 
as one of the chief differences be­ 
tween the two diseases, due only to 
difference in the germs. 
"Pneumonia is more prevalent in 
winter, because then its allies and 
contributory causes, such as influenza, 
more frequently occur. 
When other 
affections 
of the breathing organs 
and the pathway leading to the lungs 
exist it m akes the most of its op­ 
portunity and attacks you when you 
are down. 
“That pneumonia Is theoretically 
preventable there is no doubt, yet it 
is extremely difficult, particularly in 
a great city. 
Every person, though, 
by observing a few simple details 
may greatly lessen its probability. 
“Avoid colds and all that sort of 
trouble which is likely to affect the 
breathing organs. 
By 
all 
possible 
means preserve to the greatest de­ 
gree the general health. 
“Pneumonia has no terrors to the 
perfectly well man, but those who 
think them selves in the best of health 
sometimes are its readiest victim*. 
“The germ may be carried in the 
mou-th of a perfectly well person for 
a*s long as six months, waiting for 
him to catch a cold or som ething of 
the kind. 
Instantly it makes the 
most of its opportunity. 
“What has been said as 
to the 
avoidance of tuberculosis infection by 
expectoration is equally applicable to 
[ineumonia. 
In 
the home 
let 
the 
houseeleaning be done so as to stir 
up just as little dust as possible. 
Let fhe housewife use damp clothes 
instead of feather dusters, apd in this 
way you will avoid dust, afways from 
the street, and which is one of the 
most powerful agents for the spread­ 
ing of pneumonia germs. 
“And last, but by no means least, 
get just as much fresh air into your 
lungs as 
jKjssible. 
The germ 
will 
d:e in an hour if ext>o>ed to fresh 
air and sunlight. 
If it were possible 
to gc? sunlight IiPo the ’tings, there 
would never be another cast* of pneu­ 
monia. 
"The dark, stifling rooms and the 
foul and dusty streets of the cities 
are tic bn*eding places of the genu, 
and that accounts for its rarity in 
the country. 
"The most advanced treatm ent of 
the disease is by the fresh air m eth­ 
od, the sam e as in cases of consump­ 
tion, and it is accomplishing won­ 
ders and completely shatter Lag old 
theories. 
“Formerly, when a patient had pneu­ 
monia, the room was tightly closed 
and the tem perature kept up. 
We 


have been treating patients, and they 
have been treated In many hospital* 
in the city, in tents and in the open 
air, with the thermometers sometimes 
at zero. 
"The 
work 
of the 
commission, 
which is covering thoroughly all forms 
of diseases of the lungs, is continu­ 
ing, and making great headway, and 
ultimately will be able absolutely to 
control all these 
fatal 
diseases."— 
New York American.

Annoyances Endured By Those Who 
Are Sent to Distant States. 
"One went off in a secluded spot 
and took poison," is what a letter 
from Redlands, California says, in re­ 
gard to the pitiable condition in which 
consumptives find them selves, who 
flock to Calfornia in search of health. 
The Committee on the Prevention of 
Tuberculosis of the State Charities 
Aid Association .received a copy of 
a letter which was sent to the Me­ 
nominee iNews for a “W hite Plague" 
fighter on the firing line, and his 
appeal in the last paragraph encour­ 
ages us to give further publicity to 
his communication evidently wrung 
from his sad experiences, hence we 
quote in full: 
"There never could 
be a worse place for consumptives to 
come than California at the present 
time, for theTe is scarcely a house or 
tent th at they could ren t at any 
price unless they go to isolated set­ 
tlem ents devoted entirely to that class 
of patients. 
So many have come 
here—mostly in the final stages of 
the disease—th at everybody’s back is 
turned and door closed to them . 
It 
is pitiable to see their condition. In 
the daily of this morning is an ac­ 
count of one who went off to a se­ 
cluded spot and took poison, tnus 
ending his life. 
May every one In­ 
terested within the range of this arti­ 
cle prevent their friends, in any stage 
of the disease, from coming to south­ 
ern California.” 
For years past it has been the cus­ 
tom to advise one who is known to 
have tuberculosis to go at once to Col­ 
orado, or New Mexico, cr California, 
Thousands of people have been land­ 
ed 
annually 
in 
these 
distant, 
strange communities, absolutely pen­ 
niless, broken in health, unable to 
work. 
In fact not to work Is one 
of the conditions to recovery, and 
these people are struggling for life. 
Then why are they sent 
to these 
places under circumstances, in most 
cases, which make death inevitable. 
The worst of all deaths. Death among 
strangens. 
Death in poverty? 
Yet often, even today, a physician 
£dvis©s his patient, as soon as it is 
discovered that he has tuberculosis, 
to go to California or to Colorado— 
to go as soon as he can get money 
to pay his fare. 
Fortunately most 
physicians, and the best ones, do not 
give such advice. 
They will advise 
that in most cases one can be cured 
in his own home, or at least at a 
sanatorium here in his own State. 
Fresh air, sunlight, rest and good 
food ace obtainable in any State and 
these are the most im portant factors 
in effecting the cure of consumption. 
Reinforce this treatm ent * wit h 
the 
peace of mind resulting from near­ 
ness to home and it hardly ©etsms 
necessary to exile tho unfortunate to 
a distant State to suffer not only in 
body but to feel the pangs of isola­ 
tion. 
In no case should a person, having 
tuberculosis, be advised to go to a 
far off State, away from home and 
friends, unless he has ample means 
to provide for himself the best of 
care and conditions, which make for 
happiness and hopefulness. 
The warning from the above letter 
is stiil most timely.
